The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious an upper stationary die and lower movable punch, the 
punch being driven by a hydraulic cylinder piston having stepped interior chambers of 
different volume, and a drive shaft disposed vertically in line with the longitudinal axis of 
the apparatus.
